There 
were few amusements consisting 
primarily of socials, dances, sim- 
ple gamies and reading.

As. a result of these lower projec- 
tions, the district is: able to reduce 
its budget considerably in this 
non-instructional area. 

The district plans to maintain 
its buildings ‘ell, completing the 
refurbishing of Andover Elemen- 
tary School, completing several 
minor projects at other sichools 
and upgrading the emergency 
lighting in all of the buildings. 

In all other expenditure areas, 
the district is maintaining the sta- 
tus-quo, with no significant capital 
outlay, no significant expansion of 
programs, and no additional ma- 
jor expensés.

jections for the coming fiscal year, 
it iappéars: that our district, like 
most across the state, may be re- 
ceiving relatively fewer state 
funds during the coming year.

National Dental Health Month 
was recognized recently by stu- 
dents of Mrs. Arsenault’s Home 
Economics I class at Telstar Re- 
gional High School when they pre- 
pared mon-sugared snacks for the 
third graders of Crescent Park 
School, The smacks were served 
by advanced foods class members 
Belissa Corriveau and Callie Clark 
on Monday at the third grade Val- 
entine’s party. The most popular 
snack contributed by the students 
seemed to be peanut butter balls. 
The recipe follows for anyone who 
might be interested in trying them 
at home. 

Peanut Butter Balls 
2 cups peanut. butter 
Licup raisins 

% cup. walnuts, broken 

2% eups crushed cornflakes. 

In a plastic bag firmly crush 
cornflakes. In medium sized bowl, 
combine peanut butter, raisins, 
walnuts and one cup of the corn- 
flakes. Form mixture into 1” balls. 
Roll balls into cornflakes, coating 
evenly, Place on cookie sheet and 
chill (they are very soft), Makes 
about 50.

two to one margin a motion ‘“‘to 
apply for and accept private, state 
and federal funds for use in de- 
veloping an Airport Master Plan 
for Col, Dyke Field.’ Shortly af- 
tenwards, the firm of Hunter-Ball- 
aw Associates was selected by the 
bid process to do the Airport Mas- 
ter Plan study. 

Recognizing that the study could 
not be completed by the July 30, 
1978, land option closing date, the 
Town entered into an agreement 
with the Rosenfield Land Com- 
pany, successor in title to the 
Bethel Airport Corporation for the 
option land, to extend the closing 
date on the option to 12 P, M,, 
July 28, 1983. Richard Davis, who 


purchased the property containing : 
the optioned 37 acre strip from {| 
Rosenfield Land Company in late | 


1978, has stated that any requests 
to extend the current closing date 
will be turned down, 

In November 1982, the “Airport 
Master Plan” was completed by 
Huniter-Ballew Associates. The 
purpose of the study was to as- 
sess effects of the airport facility 
on the environment, determine fu- 
ture ainport requirements and pre- 
pare supporting engineering and 
financing strategies and data was 
gathered accordingly. The Airport 
Master Plan, after reviewing oth- 
er alternatives, recommended ex- 
panding Col. Dyke Field to a Basiic 
Uiility-Stage IL airport with ex- 
panded facilities chanwacterized by 
a new 3,150 foot runway, taxitway, 
navigational aids, aircrvaét hangar, 
tie down and parking areas, ter- 
minal and ‘administration areas, 
fueling area and automobile area. 
Alccomplishment of these improwve- 
ments would be structured over 2 
20 year period. 

At the Dec. 27 Board meeting, 

the Airport Advisory Committee 
recommended that the Selectmen 
and the Town accept the ‘‘Airport 
Master Plan’ conclusions. and stmra- 
tegies, conclude the land option, 
and sell Town-owned lots, mention- 
ed in the ‘‘Plan’” as potential com- 
mercial or industrial sites, to raise 
the Town’s share of airport de- 
velopment, During that meeting, 
the Selectmen directed the Mana- 
ger to conduct a survey among 
regional businesses and institu- 
tions regarding their needs for 
‘an improved Bethel airport. This 
study, completed by the Town Of- 
fice staff in January 1983, coniclud- 
ed: 
* “. . ian enlarged aimport facili- 
ty would be of benefit to existing 
businesses and therefore to the 
Town. However, ... for such ex- 
pansion to benefit the Town, .. . 
outside industry and new business. 
will ‘have to be introduced to the 
area, according to regional busi- 
nesses _and institutional spokes- 
men, Unless a commercial/indus- 
trial complex (at the airport) can 
be used, neither new industry nor 
an enlarged airport seem feasi- 
ble.” 

Pursuant to the events above, 
the airport warrant article was 
drafted in February with detailed 
assistance from Maine Municipal 
Association legal staff, extensive 
effort given to wording clarity, ac- 
curacy and completeness. Readers 
should note three items: 

1. Simce an industrial/commer- 
cial complex was only mentioned 
in the “Airport Master Plan”, all 
reference to it was deleted from 
the article. The Selectmen will ad. 
dress this issue in the future, 

2, Necessary pre-conditions 
Were éstablished in the article to 
preclude the expenditure of any 
property tax revenues to accom- 
Plish airport development. This 
Means that federal and state funds 
must be committed to the project, 
and that entire Town’s share tais- 
ed by the methods described in 
the article before any land is clear- 
ed and developinent may start.
